Books for Better Homes 

HE Publishers' Weekly has laid special 
emphasis in the last two issues on the 
Better Homes Exhibits which are being held 
in about five hundred different cities and 
towns. If people can visualize books as a de¬ 
corative part of home equipment, it will un¬ 
doubtedly have a strong effect in suggesting 
that there should be a bookcase in every living 
room and a good variety of books in it. 

This cannot be as well done by displaying 
books on the bookstore shelves, where it is 
difficult to create the atmosphere of the home 
library. An enterprising optician in New York 
has recently developed the plan of having oil 
paintings of interesting looking yet fictitious 
people in the window, each one wearing spec¬ 
tacles of the type most suited to his or her 
own appearannce. These paintings have an as¬ 
tonishing effect of visualizing to a prospective 
user of glasses the way he will appear, and 
undoubtedly make it much more easy for the 
person who has not worn them to make the 
step. No such effect can be had by any dis¬ 
play, no matter how attractive, of glasses in 
rows around on shelves. The same principle 
applies to books. There should be, besides 
the emphasis on titles by display, an emphasis 
on books as a collection—books in the home — 
and a more frequent appearance of such home 
book displays in the bookstore window will 
undoubtedly have a fundamental effect in en¬ 
couraging the home library idea. This special 
week, engineered by the Delineator , may be¬ 
come a real institution and become increas¬ 
ingly important for the bookseller. 

The Publishers' Weekly has offered a 
prise of twenty-five dollars for the best list of 
two hundred books for a home library, ex¬ 
cluding children's books, each list to be accom- 
pained by a photograph of such a library, 
displayed in connection with Better Homes 
Week. 


The Bookshelf for Boys and Girls 

B Y October 1st the complete 1922 edition of 
the Bookshelf for Boys and Girls has been 
subscribed for, and 125,000 copies are to 
be distributed in hundreds of communities by 
booksellers and libraries. 

As this catalog, now in its fourth year, has 
been such an important factor in the general 
increase in children’s home libraries, the pub¬ 
lishers feel it opportune to emphasize the spe¬ 
cial point of view with which the problem was 
approached. 

When the catalog was first planned at the 
suggestion of Franklin K. Mathiews, it was 
realized that there was thruout the country an 
informed group of people, librarians, teachers 
and others interested who could be con¬ 
sidered authorities on children’s reading and 
who would be glad to turn their influence to the 
help of booksellers in the interest of home 
libraries if a basis could be found on which to 
work together. 

Children’s Book Week starts community dis¬ 
cussion of reading, but a list of concrete titles 
is needed to make the effort fruitful. It was 
realized that a list made by a bookseller or by 
any one publisher bears with it its own hand¬ 
icaps in that the public, no matter how carefully 
the list was made, would believe that the selec¬ 
tion was somewhat prejudiced. The Bookshelf 
for Boys and Girls has been made by people 
from outside the book-trade who have been 
left entirely free to plan their selections, having 
in their minds, of course, the knowledge that 
books which were likely to be displayed in the 
best bookshops and generally could be so distri¬ 
buted would be the ones to receive the largest 
help from such listing. 

It was not planned to confine the list to the 
classics of imaginative literature. Such classics 
are the foundation items in every child’s read¬ 
ing, but the importance of books for children 
does not lie wholly in the high peaks of creative 
writing but in many other fields besides. There 
should be nursery song books, picture books, 
books of foreign countries, books on our his¬ 
tory, books' on the history and description of 
other countries, of good biography, invention, 
nature books, books of science, etc., etc. One 
need only check over such a list to realize that 
every'family should have at hand a book catalog 
covering with reasonable adequacy this whole 
field of bookmaking, for children and young 
people. 

The list has been the only one of such scope 
issued so that it could be inexpensively dis¬ 
tributed, and it thus supplements as well as 
reiterates the very important work done in 
many directions to emphasise the great land¬ 
marks of literature. 
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The Bookshelf has also laid emphasis each 
year on notable illustrators of children’s books, 
and by making these better known helped to 
pave the way for a continuance of the publica¬ 
tion of the finest types of book-making. From 
all over the country have come each year re¬ 
ports of what this catalog has meant to those 
interested in forwarding the work of children’s 
reading, and the editors have served well this 
cause in which they are interested, thus supply¬ 
ing a means by which the bookstores and the 
community can get together in the interest of 
“more books in the home.” 

Standardizing Paper 

A S the Government Bureau of Standards has 
gradually got together the full particulars 
about the variations of paper sizes and the 
cost involved in this duplicating of stocks, it 
has become more firmly convinced that a 
simplification would be a great saving in cost 
and in expense of handling. 

Mills report that in some sizes they have 
runs of not more than an hour, with subse¬ 
quent readjustment of machinery to fit other 
needs. Large paper jobbers report an infin¬ 
ite variety of sizes carried to suit the peculi¬ 
arities of the type of each magazine house- 
organ and book, causing heavy expense in 
capital and storage. Publishers would seem 
to feel the effects, also, as they sometimes 
have so many sizes involved that only at one 
or two wholesalers can the right thing be 
obtained with the consequent loss of com¬ 
petitive prices, and there is sometimes delay 
in putting books to press. 

If books could hereafter be planned so as to 
require fewer paper sizes and these sizes 
somewhat in keeping with those used in the 
much bigger industries, such as job printing 
and periodicals, publishers should be able to 
go into the market at any hour and buy a 
needed quantity in almost any wholesale 
house. Binding cloths are simplified to prac¬ 
tically one size, 38 inches wide and 40 yards 
long, and if book paper could be chiefly used 
from the five sizes that the Bureau of Stand¬ 
ards seems to be turning toward, or even from 
a dozen of the more popular sizes, a great 
gain would be made. 

Binding Cloth Up 

T HE cost of binding cloth has been raised 
in the last ten days by both the Inter¬ 
laken and the Holliston Mills on an average 
of about four cents a yard. 
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Books for Canada Must Be Marked 

T HE Canadian Government is making some 
changes in the forms to be used for cus¬ 
toms entry purposes. These changes come 
into effect on December 1st, 1922, and publish¬ 
ers in the United States selling books to the 
Canadian trade should make sure to use the 
amended invoice form after this date. The new 
form requires that the name of the country of 
manufacture or production of the goods shipped 
into Canada shall appear in a column provided 
for the purpose, and the exporter is also re¬ 
quired to execute the following certificate,— 
“That each article on this invoice is bona fide 
the produce or manufacture of the country 
specified on the invoice in the column provided 
for that purpose.” 

Annual Arts Club Exhibit 

T HE seventeenth annual book exhibit of 
the National Arts Club of New York is 
to be held at the Gramercy Park Club 
House during the month of November. Har¬ 
old Howland, chairman of the book exhibit 
committee, is planning special features, and 
the Galleries will be decorated with posters of 
books, original drawings and other illustra¬ 
tions. Each publisher is allowed by the com¬ 
mittee a certain proportionate number of titles 
and may select these titles from his fall list 
according to his own discretion. This puts 
upon every publisher the burden of putting 
his best foot forward. The National Associa¬ 
tion of Book Publishers has been asked to be 
represented with examples of the book pro¬ 
motion work and posters that it has been 
carrying out thru the Year Round Bookselling 
Committee. 

Mileage Plan Attacked 

MMEDIATELY on the passage of the bill 
providing for interchangeable mileage books 
under details to be worked out by the Inter¬ 
state Commence Commission, hearings have 
been held at Washington, and the Railways 
have made a sharp attack on the principle 
outlined. The Chairman of the Central Pas¬ 
senger Association, representing 148 roads, 
argued that commercial travelers were more 
expensive to handle than ordinary passengers 
and claimed that the Commission should al¬ 
low no discrimination. He claimed that it 
would cost the Railways $1,680,000 in a year. 
This mileage bill has been backed by the va¬ 
rious commercial organizations, especially by 
the salesmen, with the feeling that a lower 
rate would increase traffic and thereby in¬ 
crease business thruout the country.

In the evening a banquet was given at the 
Chamber of Commerce with 200 citizens in 
attendance. The scene on this occasion was a 
miniature jungle in honor of the visiting ad¬ 
venturers of Kawa fame. The banquet, it is 
said, consisted of cocoanuts, Zulu meat, palm 
leaves and fatu-liva eggs; and it is said that 
Wellington Furlong did a Hula dance. 

Another Censorship Case 

HE case 
against Boni 
& Liveright 
for publishing the 
“Satyricon of Petr- 
o n i u s Arbiter/ 
which was brought 
by John S. Sumner 
in the New York 
Courts, has been 
dismissed by 
Magistrate Charles 
A. Oberwager. The 
Magistrate r e n- 
dered a very com¬ 
prehensive decision, 
quoting from en¬ 
cyclopedias and 
other authorities on 
literature as well 
as decisions of 
higher courts on 
the subject of cen¬ 
sorship. He as¬ 
serted that the 
Legislature thru 
the statute scarcely 
intended “to destroy literature or to anathema¬ 
tize all historical manners and morals different 
from our own or to close the treasure house of 
the past.” The Magistrate went on to say: “The 
Legislature did not intend to confer upon any 
individual or society general powers of cen¬ 
sorship over literary works, for if such were 
the case the power could easily be abused, 
and the destruction of the freedom of speech 
as well as the freedom of press would be re¬ 
sultant effects of such a statute. Works of 
art, the masterpieces of ancient ages, scientific 
works, aye, the daily press, would be subjected 
to a censorship that would cause the destruc¬ 
tion of our free institutions.” 

The book in questiqn is a well-known Latin 
classic, published in the time of Nero. The 
translation is included in the Bohn Library, 
in the Loeb Classical Library, and the very 
famous chapters on “Trimalchio’s Feast” as 
transited by Harry Thurston Peck was issued 


some years ago by Dodd, Mead & Company. 
The Magistrate quoted Sir Samuel Dill in 
his “Roman Society From Nero to Marcus 
Aurelius,” Charles Whibley’s “Studies in 
Frankness,” and Frank F. Abbott’s writing in 
“Classical Philology,” to support his views on 
the importance of the work, and said of its 
relation to other classics that: “If the ‘Sa- 

tyricon’ is to fall, so must also the contempo¬ 
raries of Petronius such as Ovid, Juvenal, 
Horace, Martial and Tacitus. If one is to con¬ 
demn simply because of the existence of pas¬ 
sages of obscenity, we are to condemn to a 
fate of obliteration and oblivion Shakespeare, 
Chaucer, Voltaire, 
Rousseau, Boc¬ 
caccio, Balzac, 
Flaubert, de Mau¬ 
passant, Zola, Poe 
and even the 
Bible.” 

Mr. Sumner 
will carry the case 
to a higher court, 
either by submit¬ 
ting a new brief to 
Magistrate Ober- 
vvager or by asking 
the District Attor¬ 
ney to place the 
book before the 
Grand Jury and to 
seek indictment. 
Mr. Sumner said 
that: “There is 

nothing too in¬ 
decent to be safely 
published if the 
Magistrate’s de¬ 
cision in the case 
of ‘Satyricon’ is 
regarded as a precedent and guide.” 

The edition published by Boni & Liveright 
was in two volumes at twenty dollars, limited 
to twelve hundred sets. Mr. Sumner pointed 
out that “limited” did not mean that the sale 
was restricted to any particularly intellectual 
class of readers but would be sold to any one. 
“This book,” he stated, “is in a different cate¬ 
gory from some other books that have been 
judged, as it is available for -cholars and those 
interested in research in libraries, either in 
English or Latin, so that republication does 
not mean suppression of the book itself, as 
would be the case on a new book.” 

Mr. Liveright has announced, thru his law¬ 
yer, that he intends to bring suit against Mr. 
Sumner for interference with his business, and 
at the same time, Mr. Seltzer has announced 
that he is bringing action for thirty thousand 
dollars for the suit that Mr. Sumner brought 
against his books a few months ago.

W ELL, we’ve been to New York, Chicago, 
Garden City and the rest—right in the 
heart of the world of book production. 
It was all wonderful, but we are very glad to 
be back, safe and sound. Our general impres¬ 
sion of the habitats of the book producing 
specie are large and beautifully furnished re¬ 
ception rooms—of subdued coloring—the most 
tempting of long tables, piled with heaps of 
colorfully splashed jacketed books—all the 
ones we always wanted to own and never could 
afford. Walls lined with them. Boys and men 
carrying armfuls of them. Groups of people 
discussing them. But the biggest joy to the 
eye! The original illustrations—framed and 
unframed, carelessly, but withal tastefully 
placed about for us to stand enraptured be¬ 
fore, almost forgetting that our errand was 
to buy and not to gaze. Lyndecker, Wyeth, 
Parrish, Jessie Willcox Smith, Remington, 
Pyle, Rackham and others. Such a treat to 
see them in the original! 1 ho we must admit 
the engraver’s skill in reproducing them. 

When finally we have collected our wits and 
find the young lady behind the 4 “information” 
sign looking thru, up and down and in¬ 
quiringly at us—it is a time to begin a hunt 
thru pockets and brief case for a card. If one 
can be found in a few minutes, under the wait¬ 
ing and patiently amused gaze of the purveyor 
of information, it is taken, looked at, turned 
over, a cautions thumb lightly brushed over 
the would be engraving and we are asked, 
whom do we wish to see? 

“The sales manager or the president ” say 
we, much impressed but trying to smile and 
appear at least human. 

With a final glance to see whether our 
shoestrings are tied and our hat is at the proper 
angle, the lady points (with our own card) to 
an unoccupied seat and requests that we sit in' 
it, saying, “I’ll see if he’s busy,’ and disappears 
into the sacred realms of inner offices. We 
have a distinct hunch that in the interim she is 
telling the renowned S. M. in a few crisp sen¬ 
tences the result of her observations, but if she 
leads forth a smiling, pleasant-faced man, as in 
nine cases out of ten she did—all is well. He 
in turn grasps our hand and with a few rub¬ 
ber stamped words of encouragement we are 
led into the “sample room.” This room is as 
old as the firm and usually represents one copy 


of every book published by that house since the 
time it came into the world. In the center is 
usually a long table, as is everything else, piled 
with books. Some piles we dared not touch as 
the outgoing salesmen had lettered beautiful 
signs in careless disorder of printing which 
read. “Do not touch my samples.” The S. M. 
genially seats us at the table, and we have time 
to look around a bit while he collects a hand¬ 
ful of catalogs, pencil and order blanks, takes 
a dash of throat spray and prepares for a long 
session. 

First (as if it didn’t take all morning) we run 
thru the list of new fall publications. Unfor¬ 
tunately, it was just a little early (June) for 
the complete printed list of these and the first 
half-hour was pretty nearly always taken up 
by the S. M. or salesmen in apologizing for the 
crude printer’s proofs of the catalog and the 
fact that they themselves had not had time to 
read some of the new books. However, they 
could spout like unrestrained geysers about the 
previous books the authors had written and sold 
“thousands and thousands” of copies, so we 
really didn’t save any time in that direction. 

We rather suspected that once these men got 
the floor and started on their own “remarkable” 
fall line that we should, only have time to say, 
“Oh, yes,” “How interesting” or “I know his 
previous work quite well.” So—before they 
started we just had time to tell them a little 
of Miami and what a remarkable line of book- 
ites we had down here. That we were not 
selecting books for a hick-town a-tall. We 
wanted good books for a thinking and reading 
people. There are a lot of publishers in New 
York that never thought very much about 
Miami as a book center of thousands of read¬ 
ers, who now know that it is distinctly on the 
map. 

We were fortunate enough at several houses 
to be there when some of the well-known auth¬ 
ors were there, and the publishers were kind 
enough to introduce them to us. Did you ever 
visualize a popular author? Well, if you have, 
you can bank on it that they are nothing like 
your dream. The men you think are tall and 
dark and handsome are short and fat, possibly 
wearing gaiters. And the ones you think of as 
fearfully intelligent looking look like the chief 
chef in a hotel or a barber. You never can tell. 
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Publication Dates of New Books 

A Symposium on how they are regarded and disregarded 


A N editorial in the Publishers' Weekly 
on August 26th has brought from Pitts¬ 
burgh the communication which we 
print below, showing how one bookseller 
has been handicapped in his business by the 
lack of care on the part of other dealers.

Editor , Publishers' Weekly: 

The communication from Harcourt, Brace 
and Company and your editorial comment on 
(the same which appeared in the) issue of the 
Publishers' Weekly for August 26th has been 
read with much interest by us, because it has 
been a disturbing subject with us for some 
time. 

There\ is no question about the justice and 
the fairness of the communication and the 
comment—both ar£ decidedly to the point. But 
what would your advice be to the retailer who 
carefully watches publication dates that the 
books are not sold until the announced date, 
and finds that new books are regularly put on 
sale as soon as received, elsewhere in the city? 
Time and again we have refused to sell a new 
book before publication date to customers who 
have replied that it had been offered to them 
elsewhere. Needless to say, we have in nearly 
every case, lost our customer permanently, for 
the public is not interested in the ethics of the 
bookseller—all the customer wants is to secure 
the book when he wants it. 

We have appealed to the publishers and in 
only one instance has it brought any action—the 
reply always being that they regret that condi¬ 
tions should be as they are in the city, but 
since the book is being sold nothing can be done 
about that particular book, that in the future 
they will see that it is not done—in the mean¬ 
time, the new books are sold as soon as re¬ 
ceived and the same reply is made each time it 
is brought to their notice. 

We have lost several good customers because 
we have refused to sell them books before the 
announced dates. The publishers have not pro¬ 
tected us, so we have done the only thing left 
for us to do—when the book goes on sale at 
other retail stores, we sell it. 

To say the least, the situation is unethical and 
much to be regretted; but it seems to us the 
solution of the problem is in the hands of the 
publishers, since one retailer cannot dictate to 
another.

It is difficult to understand why booksellers 
should be careless about this matter, as they 


must realize that the health of their own busi¬ 
ness depends on common respect of such trade 
necessities and that a general scurrying to get 
books out first will in the end mean disgruntled 
customers and fewer books sold. Every com¬ 
munity that has more than one bookshop should 
have a group feeling, so that things of this 
kind can be straightened up locally. No regula¬ 
tions can be enforced on the trade, and no 
central headquarters can lay down the law. 
It is difficult, too, for the publisher to put on 
any effective pressure. If he cuts off from early 
shipping the customer who habitually displays 
books earlier, he is always running the risk of 
creating a permanent irritation on the part of 
that buyer, to his very serious loss. The correc¬ 
tion lies right in the hands of the retail dealers, 
and it is hard to believe that the type of people 
that are attracted and held to the book business 
cannot see the importance of reasonable business 
ethics. 

Some of the comments of other dealers are 
as follows: 

The J. R. Weldin Company writes: 

“It is a matter of regret to us that the condi¬ 
tion described as to sales dates should exist in 
Pittsburgh with reference to the sale of new 
books. As a matter of fact, today, September 
9th, “Babbitt" is on sale here in Pittsburgh, 
and to protect ourselves we feel obliged to 
follow suit. We are very anxious that this 
sort of thing be stopped and pledge ourselves 
to do all we can to correct this injustice." 

The Jones Bookshop writes: 

“The situation in this city regarding publica¬ 
tion dates is more or less of a farce and has 
been for some years. This condition ! was 
brought about by one of our leading depart¬ 
ment stores, and now the game seems to be 
to beat the other fellow to it. This method is 
rather expensive, as very often it means express 
charges on large shipments, but we cannot 
afford to be trailing all the time." 

The Publishers' Weekly also wrote to typ¬ 
ical dealers in other cities to see whether the 
condition described in Pittsburgh is character¬ 
istic. In commenting on the situation as it 
appears in Cincinnati, Stewart Kidd Company 
writes: 

“In the past year and a half there has been 
considerable trouble here in anticipating pub¬ 
lication dates, especially in popular fiction. 
However, it has been more or less successfully 
curtailed. We believe now that everybody in 
town realizes the necessity of living up to 
publication dates as the publisher sets them. 
We have reports, however, that ‘Charles Rex'

was put on sale in Louisville ahead of publica¬ 
tion date. We hope that there will be further 
emphasis on the necessity of maintaining the 
date as stated by the publisher. Thru the edi¬ 
torial columns of the Weekly you can do 
a great deal of good. 

“If the trade would only report these matters 
immediately to the publisher and the publisher 
immediately write retail customers, a good deal 


of dereliction could be stopped.” 

Korner & Wood write: 

“To the best of our knowledge and belief, 
publication dates are carefully observed in 
Cleveland. The publishers are rather careless 
about marking the invoices plainly, which has 
led to some misunderstandings, but we feel 
sure that every dealer has conscientiously tried 
to observe these dates.”

Good Book-Making 


D URING the past month, Boston has been 
the scene of a notable exhibit of the 
Graphic Arts, which, in its size and ex¬ 
cellence, emphasizes the interest that this 
country is taking in the use of type in various 
fields. The lovers of books were interested to 
see the fine specimens gathered there, tho per¬ 
haps they may have been conscious that those 
users of type that turn it to the service of 
advertising and promotion are much more ag¬ 
gressively interested in the study of type design 
and page balance than are the makers of the 
book. 

However, the book is the real preserver of 
the art of printing, as it is the preserver of 
other arts, and it is to the effective use of types 
in books that the students of printing turn for 


their inspiration. This does not mean that the 
student of books cannot get equal help from the 
study of the display uses of type; in fact the 
father of all our modern types was the capitals 
on the Roman monument and not the types 
used in the Roman books. 

The first volumes of a new collected edition 
of the novels and tales of de Maupassant have 
begun to come from A. A. Knopf with a beau¬ 
tiful type page of i2mo size on cream wove 
paper. The front cover is effective in all-over 
gilt on black cloth. No volume could be more 
attractive nor more suited to this set. A novelty 
that does not impress on first sight is the use of 
a general title page for the whole set opposite 
the individual title page for the volume, decor¬ 
ated with elaborate black and yellow border. 
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The same type of book-making is used in 
Knopf’s series of French Classics, of which 
“Germanie Lacerteux” by the de Goncourts has 
just been issued. Each volume is issued in a 
limited edition of three thousand numbered 
copies. This is the fifth volume in the series. 

Mitchell Kennerley, whose volumes of po¬ 
etry have always been attractive, has reissued 
in revised form “Sonnets of a Portrait 
Painter” by Arthur Davison Ficke. The son¬ 
net form gives a chance for the printer to 
make a page of uniform appearance, and, in 
this case, by having the page number at the 
bottom in brackets and the running title at the 
top underlined, a beautifully balanced effect 
has been obtained. 

A fine example of a two-volume set of col¬ 
lected letters is the two volumes of “The Let¬ 
ters of Horace Howard Furness,” published 
by Houghton Mifflin Company. The dark 
cloth, gilt lettering and gilt top are in the best 
style of dignified book planning, and the vo¬ 
lumes, which are slightly large i2mo, open 
pleasantly to the hand. 

The Country Life Press has expended great 
care in putting into attractive shape the Kip¬ 
ling anthologies in two volumes, prose in one 
volume and poetry in another. The books are 
of i6mo pocket size, with a rubricated title 
page. The cloth selected for the cover does 
not take the stamping as well as might be, 
which makes the leather cover rather more 
attractive. 

An example- of how a well-planned book 
may seem right and suitable for an author 
many years after the style is first used is shown 
in the latest, and, unfortunately, the last volume 
of John Burroughs’ (Houghton Mifflin) uni¬ 
form with all his other books and as attractive 
in format as when it was first planned. 

One of the most interesting and effective 
title pages this year in an octavo volume is 
“Delaware and the Eastern Shore” by Val- 
landigham, a volume on American travel, just 
published by the Lippincott Company. The 
little drawing fits in with the design of the 
page and adds interest and beauty. The half¬ 
tones in the book are also well reproduced and 
would make many people anxious to visit that 
least known part of the Atlantic Coast. 

Whitbeck’s “High School Geography” (Mac¬ 
millan) is a current example of the pains ex¬ 
pended on making textbooks readable and at¬ 
tractive to the average student. It uses the 
colored maps, drawings, photographs and dia¬ 
grams in great profusion, to bring out the 
points of the text. 

The travel books of Frederick O’Brien have 
become so familiar to the book counters that 
one naturally expects the same attractive 
octavo with intriguing illustrations as before, 


and “Atolls of the Sun” (Century) does not 
disappoint in this respect. 

The Doran Company has been showing an 
excellent taste in the manufacture of some of 
its current fiction books with good type pages, 
press work and the attractive wrappers that 
they have always produced. Such examples 
are shown in “Beauty for Ashes” by Joan 
Sutherland, “A Knight Among Ladies” by J. 
E. Buckrose and “Nicolette” by Baroness 
Orczy. 

A famous example of American book illus¬ 
tration of nearly forty years ago is now re¬ 
issued in popular form, Elihu Vedder’s illus¬ 
trations for “The Rubaiyat of Omar Khay¬ 
yam,” a book that no bookseller of the “Omar” 
era has forgotten and which was issued in 
editions from $5 to $25. No more artistic fit¬ 
ting of drawings to text has been accomplish¬ 
ed by our American illustrators. 

The eminence of Frederic W. Goudy in the 
field of typography has been recently empha¬ 
sized by the awarding to him of the Allied 
Arts Gold Medal by the American Institute of 
Architects. This serves to give added interest 
to the volume just published by Mitchell Ken¬ 
nerley, called “Elements of Lettering,” a book 
of the same size and format as his famous 
book on the “Alphabet,” published by Ken¬ 
nerley a few years ago. The volume is a 
magnificent piece of printing in itself, having 
been set by Mrs. Bertha M. Goudy at the 
Village Press and printed under Mr. Goudy’s 
supervision at the Marchbanks Press. The 
volume is intended to be a companion to the 
other work and has been prepared to illus¬ 
trate some of the principal styles of lettering 
from which a craftsman may select for parti¬ 
cular work in hand. Each alphabet is shown 
in a size that exhibits clearly its peculiarities 
and subtleties, and opposite each plate, of 
which there are thirteen, there is a history of 
the letters under discussion. Such a book 
would be especially valuable to the person who 
has to use types in a large way for display 
advertising or for book covers, posters, etc. 

Harvard University Press has now publish¬ 
ed the monumental book several times spoken 
of in this column, D. B. Updike’s “Printing 
Types, Their History, Forms and Use,” two 
volumes printed at the Merrymount Press, 
magnificently illustrated from examples of 
printing, and a work that is a monument to and 
of the typographical art. This is a set of 
books that no student of printing will wish to 
be without, and a separate consideration and 
review of the set will be given in a later issue 
of the Publishers’ Weekly. 

A fine example of fitting the book-making 
to the text is shown in the format of Jane 
Austen’s “Love and Freindship” as published 
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by Stokes. The make-up of the page as well 
as the general appearance of the volume puts 
the reader in just the right mood for this early 
prototype of ‘‘Daisy Ashford/’ The lining 
papers are a joy and delight. 

Another well-planned octavo is the Rains- 
ford book from Doubleday, and in smaller 
format the very attractive i2mo from Hough¬ 
ton, “At Sea with Conrad.” 


T HE Atlanta Constitution has arranged for 
some feature articles on children’s books 
by Virginia Bowman, formerly of the New 
York Public Library.

Reminiscences of a Book Scout 

By Joseph J. Barton 

XIV BURIED TREASURE 


F OR a number of years, just previous to my 
entrance into book-selling, I was a secre¬ 
tary and general utility outfielder to a 
man, made nervous by too many irons in the 
fire. He wasn’t happy in one place more than 
four days at a time. If he were in his New 
York office in the midst of a deskful of work, 
he would suddenly decide that his presence was 
immediately necessary in San Francisco. It 
wasn’t. But as Theodore Roberts is now say¬ 
ing, “If you think it’s so, it is.” When he ar¬ 
rived in ’Frisco he thought he ought to be in 
Galveston or Butte or Rio or London, always 
somewhere else, and I went with him. In such 
a position you do in a hurry as you are di¬ 
rected, have no expressed opinions on anything, 
except such trivial things as to whether those 
orchids harmonize with her personal color 
scheme, or what time does the next steamer 
leave for Nagasaki. 

I did have a specialty tho; it was what I 
called “Sitting on the lid.” Some proposition 
or deal of the boss’s would be only half cooked ; 
he couldn’t or wouldn’t stay to see it finished 
and I was handed a bunch of correspondence 
relating to it and fifteen minutes’ conversation 
on the status of the deal, and told to stay with 
it, wiring him every night how things were 
going. Coming back from the Far West one 
day in his car, he hollered for me, and I was 
handed a bunch of letters and told, “You get 
off the next time we stop.” It seemed that he 
had secured options on about twenty thousand 
acres of coal land and needed forty thousand 
more and eleven working shafts before he 
would be satisfied. I have come to the con¬ 
clusion that the many years I spent with this 
man taught me to buy; that is, I learned how 
to make a price that would cause the owner to 
part with what he had. Many a time I’ve seen 
the boss look, an impoverished Board of Di¬ 
rectors in the face, squeeze the water out of 
the corporation, and without batting an eye 
offer, say, $5,846,339.02, which he said was the 
value as determined by his experts. This was 


probably about a third of what they thought 
they could stick him for; generally they sold 
at his price. 

I rented a house for headquarters, bought 
office furniture, a cot and a saddle horse, and 
went at it. My principal assistant, Judge 
Evans, was about sixty years old and had never 
been a hundred miles from home; but he cer¬ 
tainly knew every wagon track, rabbit hole and 
the personal history of every settler in that dis¬ 
trict. Each night we would color in on our 
sectional map, the options obtained during the 
day. I soon noticed that a large block in the 
center was remaining uncolored and asked the 
Judge, “What is the matter with that space?” 
He told me it belonged to General Waldron 
who was traveling in Europe just at present, 
but he thought he was expected home shortly. 
Days went quickly by and that nine-hundred- 
and-twenty-five acres began to worry me, so I 
got the Judge and said we would call at the 
General’s and get something definite. 

The approach to the house was by a long 
drive from the; road, lined on either side by 
magnificent chestnut trees. Big square old house 
it was, with a cupola, built before Civil War 
times. The old black man who answered my 
ring and my query for the General, said he had 
not yet returned from Europe, but that Miss 
Eva was at home, and I asked if Miss Eva 
would please give us a few minutes. We did 
not get anywhere in regard to coal rights with 
Eva. She thought it doubtful that her father 
would sell, but promised to communicate with 
him at once, sending him an option to sign, if 
he would. 

In the silent and lonesome watches of the 
night I recalled that Eva was a companionable 
creature, and tried to recollect whether she had 
invited me to call; at any rate I invited myself 
in albout a week, and she entertained me in her 
father’s study or den or whatever he called it, 
and told me I could smoke. We talked much 
travel, a little music and art, and finally we 
came to books. Out of the circle of light in 
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which we sat I could see dimly against the 
wall, three or four modern book cases well 
filled. I asked permission to look at them, and 
Eva laughingly said, “Certainly, but it won’t 
be much pleasure, as you can see only the backs. 
Father keeps them locked; he is a crank about 
his books.” 

The old bromide about wanting what we may 
not have, isn’t very far away from the truth, 
and when I looked over the back titles of those 
books, the devil certainly whispered strange 
things in my ear. The cases were of quartered 
oak, well and substantially made, and the doors 
were fastened with inset Yale locks. If those 
doors had been open, I am sure I should have 
looked over his books, enjoyed them, envied him 
for a time, remembered I was a guest and for¬ 
gotten them; but the locked cases and a number 
of mysterious looking backs from which the 
labels had disappeared, caused me much disturb¬ 
ance and unhappiness. Eva was a good Indian, 
but I thought she would hardly relish a proposi¬ 
tion to accidentally fall hard against the plate 
glass doors or to pick the locks. 

In those cases I could see almost every scarce 
and rare history of the States west of the 
Mississippi, also the most desirable and now 
much sought after early explorations of, and 
overland trips to the western coast. There was 
“Wyeth’s Oregon; or a Short History of a 
Long Journey from the Atlantic Ocean to the 
Pacific, by Land,” and I think the 8vo mottled 
sheep fellow right next to him was Franchere’s 
Narrative, the Montreal first edition in French. 
There were Forbes California, Abbe Domenech’s 
“Seven Years Residence in the Great Deserts of 
North America,” in 2 vols., a couple of Henne¬ 
pin’s and dozens more of the same ilk. 

Finally, after several calls I told Eva, I 
really must look at those books, as I couldn’t 
stand it any longer, and asked if she would 
cable her father for permission to open the 
cases, and I would pay the tolls. So we cabled 
father, “Where keys book cases,” and two days 
later the reply came from Cairo, Egypt, “In 
pocket here.” 

In the course of time I got back my option, 
unsigned; that uncolored space will probably 
remain uncolored until the General is gathered 
to his fathers. But his heirs will sign away 
his holdings, probably before the funeral; and 
when all this happens I will make a long jour¬ 
ney to the West; and after I have packed all 
those books for the East, if old Judge Evans 
is still alive, he and I will have a long pow-pow 
and we will tell each other how, long ago, we 
formed a mighty corporation; and I will hold 
Eva’s children on my lap for a very short time, 
and then I’ll come home and gloat over that 
long-buried treasure. 


The Return to Romance 

N the October number of Vanity Fair, Hugh 
Walpole has discussed the growing romantic¬ 
ism in modern literature in England, and sug¬ 
gests a number of younger writers of the roman¬ 
tic school who are worth watching: To quote 
a bit sketchily from Mr. Walpole, “It is no 
use to mention personalities like James Joyce, 
the author of the? now famous ‘Ulysses’ or 
Katherine Mansfield, the best short story writer 
now working in English, or such novelists as 
Rose Macaulay and Virginia Woolf. These 
names must be well known to anyone in Amer¬ 
ica who is following English literature with 
attention. The movement, I mean, is more de¬ 
finitely romantic. There is the most definite 
reaction going on now against the realistic 
novel and the realistic poem. The period of 
grim realism in poetry and meticulous realistic 
details in fiction is over and ended.” Mr. Wal¬ 
pole then commends among the new romantic 
writers two novelists, two poets, and one writer 
of short stories. 

The two novelists are Romer Wilson, 
whose “The Death of Society won the 
Hawthornden prize last year and Miss 
Sackwille-West, author of “The Dragon in 
Shallow Waters.” The poets recommended 
are—Edmund Blunden whose book “The Shep¬ 
herd” won the Hawthornden Prize this year, 
and Martin Armstrong who has been mainly 
presented to the world by a little private press 
known as The Golden Cockerel. Mr. Armstrong 
has just published a volume of verse “The 
Buzzards.” The short story writer whom Wal¬ 
pole commends is A. E. Coppard, author of a 
small book of vers libre “Hips and Haws,” and 
two volumes of short stories, “Adam and Eve 
and Pinch-Me” and “Clorinda Walks in 
Heaven.” 

“The imagination is being given its full 
chance in English literature once again” says 
Hugh Walpole. “The fairy story, the fable, 
the fantasy, are all coming to their own again. 
This is not at all to say that we are not deeply 
grateful to Wells for ‘Mr. Kipps’ and ‘Tono- 
Bungay,’ to Arnold Bennett for ‘The Old 
Wives’ Tale,’ to Compton Mackenzie for 
‘Sinister Street,’ to Beresford for his splendid 
trilogy, and to Frank Swinnerton for his 
pictures of London life, but that realism is 
only part of human experience and the color 
and glow that come from the exploration of 
the world that lies behind the world have been 
left out from our literature too long. 

“This imaginative work needs, I think, more 
courage than the other. There is more risk of 
sentiment, of falseness, of melodrama, but the 
risk is worth taking, and it is, to myself at 
any rate, a splendid thing that so many of the 
younger writers should now be taking it.”

H EARN was born in the Ionian Islands, his father was Irish, his mother Greek; he 
died in Japan, a naturalized Japanese, nevertheless is here treated as an American 
author. America adopts champions, as witness Bob Fitzsimmons, Molla Bjurstedt, Jock 
Hutchinson, until they are beaten, but Hearn has not been defeated in his field, so America 
still claims him. 

Hearn’s books were not printed in large editions, but were fairly uniform i2mo in size, 
and albout follow the list in order of scarcity. A rule of thumb in the main items is that copy¬ 
right and title page dates agree.

Since Hearn’s death his literary bones have been picked over at great length. We have at least four

THE “DRAWING MADE EASY” CASE 

Editor , Publishers’ Weekly, 

In the current number of the Weekly, com¬ 
ment is made upon my case against Charles 
Scribner’s Sons and it is stated: “In this case 
the facts show that Scribner published in 1912 
a book called ‘Drawing Made Easy.’ In 1918 
Edward J. Clode published a series of books 
with such titles as ‘Spelling Made Easy/ ‘Book¬ 
keeping Made Easy,’ ‘Drawing Made Easy/ etc. 
and in his suit claimed that a reprinting of the 
book of Scribner constituted an infringement of 
his right to the words ‘Made Easy’ in connec¬ 
tion with a book on drawing.” 

Had you taken the trouble to examine the 
official record, you would have found that your 
statement is in its most material aspects, er¬ 
roneous. The official report of the case is found 
in Volume 200 Appellate Division Reports, pp. 
532 to 535, and it shows that all that Scribner 
claimed was that in 1912 one Lutz published 
and copyrighted a pamphlet entitled “Drawing 
Made Easy,” and that in 1921 Lutz enlarged 
the pamphlet and gave Scribner the right to 
publish and copyright it, and that Scribner copy¬ 
righted it in August 1921. It was also claimed 
(altho no particulars were given), that others 
had used the title “Made Easy.” Incidentally 
I may state that neither I nor any other pub¬ 
lisher with whom I have discussed the matter, 
had ever before 'this litigation, heard of the 
alleged Lutz pamphlet. 

The official record also shows that in 1918, 
to wit, three years before Scribner acquired the 
alleged right to publish “Drawing Made Easy”, 

I began the publication of a series of books 
under the trademark “Made Easy” and for 
better protection registered the trademark in 
December, 1919. 

It was, therefore, undisputed that Scribner 
did not come into the field until three years 
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after I began my series and two years after I 
had registered the trademark. 

The lower court sustained my case, but upon 
appeal this was reversed; but in neither court 
was there any pretense or claim that Scribner 
had acquired any publication right or a copy¬ 
right until three years after I began to publish 
my series and two years after I had registered 
my trademark. 

I trust you will give this space m an early 
issue.

T HE news that J. M. Dent & Co., of Lon¬ 
don will publish a complete edition of 
the works of the late W. H. Hudson 
will be received with satisfaction by Ameri¬ 
can booklovers. 

John Austen has illustrated a special edition 
of Shakespeare’s “Hamlet” which Selwyn & 
Blount will publish in a limited as well as in 
an ordinary edition. 

After some wandering about, Charles F. 
Heartman of the Heartman Auction Company 
has anchored in Metuchen, N. J., where he 
has bought a house that will give him com¬ 
modious and permanent quarters. 

A complete French translation of Joseph 
Conrad's fiction is in course of publication in 
Paris, the latest volume being “Marche des 
Marees,” w'hich is known in English as “With¬ 
in the Tides.” 

R. D. Haven's “Influence of Milton on 
English Poetry,” published by the Harvard 
University Press, contains extensive appen¬ 
dices and four comprehensive bibliographies 
that make it indispensable to students of 
English poetry from 1650 to 1850. 

A newly discovered work by Oscar Wilde, 
a fantastic play of Burmese life entitled “For 
Love of the King,” will be published this 
month by Methuen & Co., in the style and 
uniform with the limited large paper edition 
of his works. 

The first sale of the season by Stan V. 
Henkels of Philadelphia will be held October 
10th when scarce pamphlets, early canal and 
railroad reports, the remainder of the library 
of the late James G. Barnwell, late librarian of 
the Library Company of Philadelphia, with 
important additions, will be sold. 

The late W. H. Hudson left a book in man¬ 
uscript, complete except for a few closing 
paragraphs, of which it is believed that a rough 
draft will yet be found. Dent, who will pub¬ 
lish it in London, announces that its title is 
“The Hind in Richmond Park,” and that “it 
is a meditative ramble thru all kinds of by-ways, 
both in nature and in art.” 

The first two volumes of the Manaton edi¬ 
tion of the works of John Galsworthy will 
come immediately from the press of Charles 
Scribner's Sons, and they will be followed 
by the same number of volumes each month 


until the total of twenty-one have been issued. 
Only 75° sets will be published, and they will 
be printed from an old-style type on deckle- 
edges water-marked paper. 

The leading article of the September Book¬ 
man's Journal, “Books, Actors and Faces” is 
from the pen of Gordon Craig. William Rob¬ 
erts, editor of the “Book Prices Current,” con¬ 
tributes an article on “A Fielding Bantling” in 
other words “The History of Charlotte Sum¬ 
mers,” a novel which followed “Tom Jones” 
closely. Philip Gosse writes about “First 
Editions of the Most Famous Buccaneering 
Book.” A. J. Finberg tells of the sale of 
“Turner’s Stock of His Liber Studorium.” 
The usual departments are well filled with in¬ 
teresting material. 

The first of the special limited editions of 
the season from the Riverside Press is “The 
Life and Public Services of General Zachary 
Taylor,” an address by Abraham Lincoln, pub¬ 
lished in a narrow i6mo, bound with marble 
paper sides and cloth back, limited to 435 
copies of which 400 are for sale. This me¬ 
morial address has been hitherto unknown to 
collectors. It was delivered in the City Hall 
in Chicago, Thursday afternoon, July 25, 1850, 
and printed in the Chicago Journal on July 
27. It was set up from Lincoln’s original 
manuscript furnished for the purpose. It was 
discovered by Edward W. Baker, of Barry, 
Ill., who having undertaken research work 
in the Chicago Historical Society of another 
matter relating to Lincoln found this address. 
He consulted the Rev. William E. Barton, D. 
D., of Chicago, an ardent student of Lincoln 
and author of several books about him, who 
has been able to gather many details of the 
occasion which he has embodied in his in¬ 
troduction of the eulogy. The little volume in 
which this address has been preserved is char¬ 
acteristic of the best work of the Riverside 
Press.

don, 1770, $60; Cotton Mather’s “The Ever¬ 
lasting Gospel,” Boston, 1700, $65; Tailfer’s 
“A True and Historical Narrative of the Col¬ 
ony of Georgia,” Charles-Town, 1741, $77-50; 
Silas Deane’s “Address to the United States 
of North America,” London, 1784* $4°; an d 
“A Short Narrative of the Horrid Massacre 
in Boston,” printed by order of the town of 
Boston, 1770, $105. 

The new complete definitive edition of the 
writings of Samuel L. Clemens (Mark 
Twain), announced about a year ago, will be 
published by Gabriel Wells of this city, the 
first eight volumes appearing this month and 
other lots of several volumes at short inter¬ 
vals until complete. This edition was first 
planned as early as 1905, Mark Twain signing 
1,000 sheets for it early in the next year. 
When received they were promptly mislaid 
and were not found for several years. When 
they were discovered the project was taken 
up again and some progress was made. Last 
year Harper & Brothers abandoned the sale 
of subscription books and this unfinished pro¬ 
ject passed into the hands of Gabriel Wells. 
This new edition will consist of thirty-five 
octavo volumes, two of unpublished material. 
It will also include Albert Bigelow Paine’s 
“Biography of Mark Twain,” in four volumes 
and “Mark Twain’s Letters” in two volumes. 
Each work will contain an introductory essay 
and among those contributing them will be 
E. V. Lucas, Booth Tarkington, Meredith 
Nicholson, Arnold Bennett, Stephen Leacock, 
William Allen White, Gilbert K. Chesterton, 
Mary E. Wilkins Freeman, Kate Douglas 
Wiggin, and William Dean Howells. The edi¬ 
tion will be printed from a handsome face 
of large type on Old Enfield paper specially 
manufactured for this edition with the dis¬ 
tinctive water-mark “Samuel L. Clemens 
Mark Twain,” and limited to 1,024 sets. The 
illustrations, about 160 in number, are the 
work of the foremost American artists of. the 
day. The binding will be in heavy cartridge 
boards, buckram backs, entirely uncut. The 
volumes will be light and flexible and not a 
detail needed to make the edition distinctive 
has been overlooked. The great house of Har¬ 
per’s had this edition under consideration, in 
a more or less unfinished condition for up¬ 


wards of fifteen years and finally abandoned 
it. Altho the first volumes has not yet been 
issued a substantial portion of the edition 
has already been sold and orders are com¬ 
ing in rapidly from England and every part 
of this country. It is quite likely that the en¬ 
tire edition will have been disposed of before 
the last volume is printed.

An Allegory of 

Canada according to 
The New York Herald: 

One is tempted to see in this a definite allegory, 
a symbolism that may, possibly, have been beyond 
Sir Gilbert’s open intent, though obviously that 
symbolism was a part of his purpose in writing the 
novel. We have types here, rather than individuals 
— not that their individuality is feebly drawn, for 
they are more than types, yet one thinks of them 
first as generalizations rather than as personalities. 
We see the younger generations of the Canada of 
to-day in contrast with their forbears ; and the new 
ideals of commerce and of statesmanship are also 
contrasted, and compared with each other, as well 
as with the politics and business of the day of the 
fathers. 

The reader feels, too, that in so drawing them 
Sir Gilbert knows his Canada, past and present, 
and is very hopeful of the future. He makes his 
younger folk finer fibred and yet really stronger 
than their ancestors, yet he does ample justice to 
that wfiich is passing away. It is not in disparage¬ 
ment of the older generation that the new one will 
build, or is building, but it is made plain that the 
new building is to be better. He accords to each 
generation a generous supply of faults and weak¬ 
nesses. Thus his strong young man, Luke Tar- 
boe, is not above trickery, and there is an undis¬ 
ciplined streak in Carnac Grier (though, possibly, 
Sir Gilbert is himself imperfectly aware of it) at 
the end. The young woman, Junia, must pose— if we 
are to alegorize completely—as a glorified figure 
of young Canada herself. And in the climax she 
accepts both these young Canadian giants, each in 
his way. 

“Oh, you two good men,” she said joyously and 
held out her hand to each. 

Tt is a striking tableau. It makes the effect of 
dignified, even grandiose mural decoration, whether 
Sir Gilbert actually intended an esoteric meaning 
to be so prominent or not. 

But it is not necessary to insist upon this sym¬ 
bolism to make the book vividly attractive. If we 
take the people simply for themselves, without 
regard to their broader typical meaning, they show 
Sir Gilbert’s power of insight into the deeper moods 
and emotions of humanity. — H. L . Pangborn.
